Practically any oven will da Paper- 
Sag cookery is as well suited to a gas 
•tore as It Is to a o>al oven, an elec- 
tricity cooker or oil stove, always 
provided the necessary beat Is se- 
cured. The sUe of the oven makes 
tio dlfferivnce to the cooking, only to 
the size of the article. 

Before placing the big with Its 
contents Into a gas oven, the g.ts 
gbould be lighted at least eight m.a- 
ates beforehand The average oven 
heat should not be lees than 2'A' de- 
crees Fahrenheit, and when the bag 
|g put into the oven this ought to be 
reduced in eight minutes after to 170 
.^epees. To And out the correct 
' gree a thermometer, of course, is th* 
most accurate method; but experi- 
•Bce will toon teach the cook what 
|g required, and the color as.4utned by 
B piece of paper placed In the oven 
VUI at once tell whether It Is too hcd 
pv too cold.

flow to Know when the Pood la 
* Cooked. 

If the time-table vs adhered to, the 
Im g may be taken out of the oven In 
coi.ildence that the food Is well 
eoo'ied But II from any cause the 
beat declines, it la very easy to And 
f out whether the food is pro;>erly 
> OOoIUkI. Except in the caa*.- of vege- 
tables, a little bole can be made In 
the ba;r by which the food can be 
Been and judged as to whether it is 
cooked or not. This wiu u<n militate 
against the oooking of the food in the 
•lightest In many arMcles, however. 
B slight touch of the bag will Indicate 
to an ordinary cook wbetLer the bag 
Is ready to be served A prick with 
B oe<-dle is another method that may 
be adopted. Put a peculiarly favor- 
Bble feature of pa|ier-t>ag c(M>kery Is 
that If the fcKxJ is left Av < t»r ten 
minutes tn the bag in the oven longer 
than the speciiU.il time on niy table 
the food* will not he Bpolled. There Is 
little chance of over-couking. 

Dangers to Be Avoided. 

Cooking generally has Us 'laiigers 
Dke other occurnttons. It is the 
beauty of thle system that the dan 
••rs are reduced to a nunimiim. One 
rtrss not rsgulF* every now and then 
w»t» gpeB tbB «MD 40or **io see how 
tbe roaet Is getting on." The oven 
Is. doing its work, because th whole 
force of the beet Is playing upon the 
bog end ensuring every part of tbe 
food being properly penetrated, 
ffewertheless, care ebonld be exer- 
cised when opening tbe oven. 

Care, again, should be ezen ised In 
toklng the bag out of ttie oven. A 
plate ahonld be traced gertly under 
‘ tbe bag aboet a eouple of Inches, and 
Ibe beg drBwn cosDplotaiy oa to tbe 
plate with tbe flngera. ' Tbg bag 
gboald be ripped ope> from tbe top 
B»»^ tbe fragments thrown et once 
Bwey.
